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Sad Story of 
Floyd Collins 


._ Near Buxton, England, an Ox- 
ford University freshman fel! into 
a deep hole in Britain’s most sub- 


terranean cave 
and died there, 
tightly wedged in 
a rock crevice. 
Rescuers who 
reached him 
could not free 
him. 

A side-bar story 
compared this 
with the. death of 
Floyd Collins, 


who died trapped in a cave in 
Kentucky 34 years ago. 


The Floyd Collins story was my 
first big one. The only similarity 
between it and that from Buxton 
was that both men were caught, 
and died, in a cave. Collins be- 
came a folk legend, the central 
figure in a hill-billy song, and the 
subject of many a sermon. Months 
after he died, his body was dug 
out of its 70-foot-deep trap, em- 
balmed and exhibited about the 
country in a carnival, with his 
daddy doing the spiel. 


Collins was, to use the argot of 
his region, a cave rat. Geologists 
report some 5,000 caverns, large 
and small, in the area of Mam- 
moth and Crystal caves, which 
are major tourist attractions. Col- 
lins was one of several men who 
kept up a ceaseless search for 
new caves which might be made 
into such profitable operations. 
One day he left home with a 
couple of candles and some 
matches to “hunt for caves.’’ He 
found an entrance at one end of 
a fairly deep ravine. The size of 
the entry is not important. If it 
opens up into large, attractive 
caverns the problem of creating a 
tourist doorway is easy. 


Large Rock 


The passage was just barely 
large enough for his slender body. 
Collins was on the way out, 
squirming along in the muddy, 
confining passage, when a large 
rock fell across one of his legs, 
just above the ankle. He was 
pinned. Unlike the student near 
Buxton,’ he was uninjured. The 
horror of Collins’ dilemma was 
that the cave was so small he 
could not bend to reach the stone 
and attempt to push it back. 


Conscious, uninjured, he lay 
there in the cold wet of the pass- 
age, until two days later. Friends 
experienced in the same sort of 
searching for tourist caves found 
him. A small man of about Col- 
lins’ size crawled to him. The 
horror-fiction plight of the man 
was further complicated by the 
fact that no one could crawl past 
his body. The winter rains had 
flooded into the ravine. There 
was constant danger the boulder- 
filled mass above would cave in. 


Within days the plight of the 
man in the cave somehow caught 
the fancy of the nation. Great 
crowds came. After five days 
movie cameramen and about 75 
newspaper and news agency re- 
porters were there. 


Somehow public opinion felt 
there was a scandal in it. None 
could understand why the man 
couldn’t be released. The state of 
Kentucky called out a detachment 
of the National Guard and put up 
barbed wire around the ravine. 


Miners Called 


A crew of miners at last were 
called in and work began on sink- 
ing a shaft to where engineers 
calculated Collins to be under 70 
feet of rock and mud. Slides de- 
layed the digging. 


On the second Sunday of Col- 
lins’ plight thousands visited the 
site. Vendors sold colored bal- 
loons with “Floyd Collins” and 
“Sand Cave’ printed on them.

An Atlanta businessman who 
sold the state a “‘phantom”’ trac- 
tor got his scheduled appearance 
Friday before the Fulton County 
Grand Jury put off until Tuesday. 


H. Candler Jones of Quality 
Parts and Implement Co., said in 
a Superior Court petititon that a 
process served on him late Thurs- 
day required him to produce such 
“numerous and voluminous docu- 
meénts”’ that it would be impos- 
sible for him to appear Friday. 


Meanwhile, Jones is seeking dis- 
missal by the court of the sub- 
poenas served on him and his rec- 
ords on grounds they might cause 
him ‘“‘to testify in a manner tend- 
ing to criminate himself.’ 


A hearing on his request has 
been scheduled at 1:30 p.m. Tues- 
day before Judge Claude D. Shaw. 


Judge Shaw signed an order 
Thursday—which was superseded 
Friday—saying “‘there is no rea- 
son”’ why the records sought from 
Jones should not be produced. It 
also said that ‘‘the ends of justice 
require summary production 
thereof.” 


Both the Thursday order and 
Jones’ petition said he was sub- 
poenaed in “‘the case of the State 
versus J. W. Brinson.’’ Brinson 
is former director of the State 
Parks Department, the agency 
which purchased the tractor from 
Jones’ firm last October. 


Jones’ petition also said he “‘is

After wounding his estranged 
wife, Henley fled. Detectives W.

“T’'ve got two guns now. I’m 
going to finish the job on her 
and get some more of you.” 

Detectives said Henley was 
quoted as asking, in a call to 
Robert Myers, the father of Mrs.

“Is she dead yet.”

He thus agreed in part with Chi- 
fese Nationalist reports from 
Formosa that large areas north 
and south of Lhasa, the Tibetan 
capital, are in the hands of rebels. 


The Sikkim prince said, how- 
ever, that the Chinese Commu- 
nists hold a narrow strip from 
Lhasa to the border of China 
proper, about 100 air miles to the 
east. This would indicate the Reds 
still control their main overland 
lifeline. 

LAMA ESCAPES 


Vice President Chen Cheng of 
Nationalist China said Thursday 
the rebels had cut all Communist 
road links, forcing the Reds in 
Lhasa to rely on limited airdrops 
for supplies. 


The prince said the Dalai Lama, 
Tibet’s 23-year-old god-king, es- 
caped his summer palace, before 
the Chinese Reds in Lhasa cap- 
tured it Tuesday. This palace is 
two miles from Potala, the winter 
Palace overlooking downtown 
Lhasa. 

The Communists shelled the pal- 
ace until it surrendered, the 
prince said, but the Dalai Lama 
had escaped. 

. “No one knows if the Dalai 
Lana was hit,” the prince said. 
“We hope and pray for him. Even 
if he falls into Chinese hands, we 
pray no harm will come to him.”’

TOKYO (#—The Chinese Communists hold only a

“The Panchen Lama has been 
used by the Chinese before and 
may well be again,”’ said a prom- 
inent Buddhist. “‘He also has a 
reputation of being pro-Chinese.”’ 


COLUMBUS, Ohio ‘#—The superintendent of 
the Columbus Zoo rose up Friday to do battle 
with the psychiatrists. 


In doing so, Earl Davis bravely admitted that 
the zoo’s famous baby gorilla, Colo, has outwitted 
him time and again. 


A team of psychiatrists from Ohio State Uni- 
versity said last week that Colo, the only gorilla 
ever born in captivity, is on the disorganized 
side and somewhat intellectually retarded, even 
for a gorilla. 


Colo is not mentally retarded, Davis declared 
in an angry letter to a zoo magazine. 


“We who have time and again been outwitted 
by Colo in her manipulation of mechanical de- 
vices wonder where we would rate in 1.Q. tests 
rendered by this team.”’ 


His ‘High IQ’ Gorilla Outwits Him Often, 
Zoo Chief Snaps Back at Psychiatrists - 


and Dr. Hilda Knobloch, who presented a scholar- 
ly paper last Friday on the 26-week-old gorilla’s 
development at the annual meeting of the Society 
for Research in Child Development at Bethesda, 
Maryland. 


The scientists’ basic conclusion was that Colo’s 
infant behavior confirms that the gorilla rates 
higher than man and the chimpanzee in early 
motor development, but that the human infant 
comes first, the chimpanzee second and the 
gorilla third in intellectual development.

NEW DELHI, India (AP)—In- 
dian newspapers are making no 
secret of their concern about the 
situation in Tibet. 


The Hindustan Times, always 
close to the governing Congress 
party, published an editorial car- 
toon Friday showing a firebreath- 
ing Chinese dragon grinning down 
from the Himalayas at a worried 
Prime Minister Nehru. 


The Indian Express, published in 
four major cities, demanded the 
government break its official si- 
lence about what is going on in 
Tibet. 


“Why be pusillanimous or com- 
placent?”’ the Express demanded. 
“Having recognized the auton- 
omy of Tibet there is an obliga- 
tion on us to see it respected. We 
can do so by protesting firmly any 
infringement of this accepted prin- 
ciple. If New Delhi could rightly 
.condemn the Anglo-French aggres- 
sion of Egypt, thereby castigating 
a fellow member of the Common- 
wealth, what prevents it from rais- 
ing its voice in protest to Peiping’s 
effort to dragoon the Tibetans into 
submission? 


“Surely our ties with Peiping are 
not as close as with the Common- 
wealth.” 


Many Indians argued privately 
that the situation is tremendously 
difficult for the government. They 
say that undoubtedly the govern- 
ment is getting more information 
than it is releasing via its radio 
link with its Lhasa consulate. But 
for the government to release this 
information might mean loss of 
the link.

Powered by strong winds, the 
storm dumped snow or heavy 
rains in areas from Colorado to 
New England. 


Western New York State took 
the heaviest pounding from the 
storm’s parting blows. 


MODIFIES WARNINGS 


The Weather Bureau modified 
earlier heavy snow warnings for 
New England which indicated an 
additional fall of four to eight 
inches. 


The storm left Boston and other 
sections of southern New England 
covered with about two inches of 
soggy snow while other areas in 
the Northeast got’ three to nine 
inches. 


However, clearing and warmer 
weather was forecast for New 
England Saturday with clear skies 
and seasonable temperatures pre- 
dicted for Easter. 


SKIES CLEARING IN ROCKIES 


Behind the storm front, skies 
cleared in the Rockies, Great 
Plains and pa-ts of the Midwest.

Khrushchev Asks

MOSCOW—Premier Khrushchev 
has declared that reunification of 
Germany“ would be unrealistic 
today.”” He has urged East Ger- 
mans to ‘‘make no haste” toward 
unifying the two rival Germanies. 


These declarations, made public 
for the first time Friday, were 
made by the Soviet Premier on 
March 7 in Leipzig at the confer- 
ence of the all-German workers. 
They were published in major So- 
viet newspapers only after the 
Western powers had proposed to 
the Soviet Union the convening of 
a four-power meeting of foreign 
ministers in Geneva to discuss the 
German problem. 


In effect the Soviet leader was 
telling his hosts in East Germany 
that, at the present stage of po- 
litical developments, the time was 
not ripe for trying to unite East 
and West Germany under socialist 
rule. And he certainly was not 
prepared to permit East Germany 
to fall under capitalistic rule. 


PUZZLED AT TIMING 


Diplomats in Moscow where 
somewhat puzzled at the timing of 
the release of this speech made 
by Khrushchev almost three 
weeks ago. 


The feeling among the diplomats 
was that Khrushchev, having 
weighed the present situation be- 
tween. the two divided German 
states and having understood the 
Western stand regarding reunifi- 
cation, had decided that to bring 
up the question at this time would 
only create a stumbling block in 
the road of negotiations toward a 
German peace treaty. He was 
urging the East Germans not to 
be impatient for such unification. 


Khrushchev declared however 
that the Soviet Union had “‘al- 
ways been for a united Germany.” 


PREMIER CONTINUES 


“And it was precisely their sep- 
aratist action that brought about 
the division of your country,” he 
declared, “but our government 
and Stalin persistently and con- 
sistently advocated the idea of 
German unity. And we continue 
to abide firmly by this position 
today.” 


Khrushchev added however that 
the Soviet Union was not for just 
any kind of reunification. The ap- 
proach to unification should be 
made along the Marxist-Leninist 
line of a class struggle, he said. 


What should be done at the pres- 
ent stage, Khrushchev said, was 
to sign a peace treaty with both 
German states as they now exist. 


Khrushchev said he thought 
that, contrary to Western fears, 
it would be “very good” if Pre- 
mier Otto Grotewold headed a 
government of a united state. 


“But if the people of Western 
Germany were not prepared for 
that as yet,”” he said, “there must 
be no hurry. For the time being 
let there exist two states.”

State Probe Suspects 
Try Desperate Tactics 


A Fulton County grand juror’s report 
of having been contacted by two men under 
investigation in the probe into state gov- 
ernment irregularities reflects the des- 
perate measures to which such suspects 
will resort. 

The contemptible sneak attempt to pry 
loose information on secret grand jury 
transactions indicates the trail is scorch- 
ing hot despite the attempts of prime 
suspects to cover their tracks. 

The grand juror, Cecil L. Bradford, 
was excused from duty after his confer- 
ence with Sol. Gen. Webb and Special So- 
licitor Cadenhead. 

The latter earlier had announced he 
and his staff are closing in on the “hard 
core” of people involved in state gov- 
ernment irregularities. This means that 
the hands of justice are reaching closer 
and closer to some slick, experienced op- 
erators whom Cadenhead referred to as 
“familiar faces around the Capitol, some 
of them who have not limited their activ- 
ities to the last administration.” 

Some of the pros at fleecing the public 
till apparently are doing a considerable 
amount of wriggling and squirming as 
the showdown approaches. 

Their main hope, aside from the maze 
of legal technicalities that all too fre- 
quently are roadblocks to justice, lies in 
the possibility that funds allocated by 
Fulton County for the investigation will 
be exhausted before the job is completed. 

Such a possibility, however, should te 
the thinnest of all reeds to lean upon in 
view of Gov. Vandiver’s having strongly 
indicated he will provide state funds if 
needed to complete investigations into 
“hot pursuit” cases. 

There is every reason to believe the 
pursuit is indeed hot. The citizens of this 
state have every right to expect that the 
means be provided with which to appre- 
hend the leeches that have bled their 
pocketbooks to the unraveling point.

A reporter asked Dr. Schaefer 
what the committee thought of the 
threat received by a Cornelia doc-

The 10,000-ton Valchem, her 
power knocked out, her stern cut 
amost in half and her funnel miss- 
ing, was towed into a Brooklyn 
pier during the day. 


Eighteen of her crew still were 
aboard. Sixteen others, injured in 
the crash, were transferred to the 
Santa Rosa at sea and landed with 
her Thursday night. 


There were no injuries to the 
247 passengers and 265 crewmen 
of the liner, returning after a care- 
free 12-day Caribbean cruise. 


The Santa Rosa’s bow was 
crushed above the water line by 
the impact of the collision. The 
Valchem's funnel was wedged up- 
right on the very tip of the liner’s 
prow. 


The liner’s normal 
speed is about 22 m.p.h. 


FIRE BROKE OUT 


The 20,000-ton Santa Rosa, a 25- 
million-dollar beauty put in serv- 
ice less than a year ago, was 
northbound, only five hours out of 
New York, when it rammed the 
Valchem at 2 a.m. The tanker, 
empty of fuel, was five hours out 
of Jersey City, N.J., bound for 
Texas ports. 


A small fire broke out in the 
paint locker of the Santa Rosa. It 
was eventually extinguished, but 
could have touched off a dis- 
astrous explosion had the tanker 
been loaded with volatile fuel. 


The skipper of the Santa Rosa, 
Capt. Frank Siwik, 50, declined 
to discuss the accident with news-

BOUGHT IN 1937 

The sprawling, 9,000-acré penal 
institution, built by the federal 
government as a_reformatory, 
was bought by the State of Geor- 
gia in 1937. It was built accord- 
ing to federal prison standards 
to house 1,000 inmates. It now 
houses 2,640 inmates. 


Warden R. P. Balkcom Jr. fig- 
ures the prison would satisfac- 
torily hold 1,800 inmates. 


The tide of prisoners—43 Fri- 
day—continues to flow in daily. 
To sleep them, double-deck bunks 
are set up in libraries and order- 
ly rooms. 


Dense, Britishy fog comes from

| THE UPKEEP OF CHUKARS IS HORSE OF ANOTHER COLOR

Not long ago, Eddie Finlay, who is secretary 
of the South Carolina Wildlife Resources Com- 
mission, told me he persuaded a lawyer friend 


in Columbia to raise some 
chukars. They purchased a cou- 
ple of dozen of the birds at top 
prices from a game farm and 
turned them loose on the law- 
yer’s property just beyond the 
city limits. He kept a pretty 
good watch over his chukars 
and thought they were getting 
along all right until he saw the 
cat of a nearby tenant farmer 
catch one. He got his shotgun 
and killed the cat. The next day 
he found one of his best bird 


the end of the management area stocking. 


There were reports that one band of the 
game birds did survive over on the Savannah 
River east of Elberton, and raised young, but 
this was never verified. 


A few of the Western states, which evidently 
have suitable conditions, had remarkable success 
with establishing the chukar as a new game 
species, and have even set up seasons and bag 
limits. Max Wilde told me that some of the 
best bird hunting in Wyoming each fall is for 
this fast-flying, exotic, though he will admit 
that they can’t quite compare with our native 
bobwhite quail. 


Many game breeders in the state raise 
chukars, but they are for table use and seldom 
for hunting. About the only shooting we have 
for this Far East species is at some of the 
shooting preserves, where they are confined in 
pens and turned out ahead of the gunner. The 
cost is reasonable, and unlike the Columbia 
lawyer’s experience, there is no upkeep. 


“To heck with the chukars—It’s not the initial 
cost—but the upkeep.” 


That is about the same experience we've had 
in Georgia with this game bird from the Far East. 
At one time the state planted more than 12,000 
of them under almost every conceivable condi- 
tion, in an effort to establish the species as a 
new and exciting game bird for Cracker hunters. 
These birds, hatched in incubators and raised on 
wire at the state game farm, never made it. 
As long as they lasted, they made gooti forage 
for the ‘‘varmints,”’ as the piles of feathers found 
here and there, testified. Here is what happened 
to at least a few of the plantings: 


Fifty chukars were turned loose on a large 
middle Georgia farm, where they could be 
watched, protected and fed if necessary, They 
were released in the widest wooded area on the 
place and a sizable portion of the feed to which 
they were accustomed, scattered around the 
woods to give them a start. The next day they 
turned up at the nearest tenant farm house on 
the place, feeding with the chickens in the yard. 


They were caught, taken back to the forest and 
the day after showed up again, a mile in the 
opposite direction, at another farm house. A 
second time they were recaptured and re-released. 
The farm owner never saw them again. He 
could only guess that the third tenant foraged 
well on broiled, fried and roast chukars as long 
as they lasted. 


Another release of 50 birds was made on one 
of the management areas in the national forest, 
near the dwelling of.a game ranger assigned to 
the area. The closest neighbor was ten miles 
away. The first evening about 40 of the birds 
came back to the ranger station yard, clamoring 
to be fed. They huddled under the house that 
night, took to the woods the next morning and the 
second afternoon returned to the yard with a few 
more birds missing out of the original flock. 


This went on for 10 days until only one bird 
was left. When the ranger wasn’t home, the 
lone chukar flew against the back door screen 
until Mrs. Ranger came out and fed him. Then 
he, too, failed to show up one day and that was

“T hadn't played it,”” McDou- 
gald said. “I didn’t know if I 
could. I had some doubts even 
when it was going pretty good 
in Japan. The infields were all 
skinned there. There was no 
grass to slow up the ball. It 
came to me faster and, there- 
fore, I had more time to get 
rid of it. What, I thought, will 
happen when I play it in the 
league and the grass slows it 
up? At short, you must field the 
ball cleanly. You can’t juggle 
it and get the man out like you 
can do at second because the 
distance is longer.” 


Although he solved it immedi- 
‘ately by instinct, the province 
of the shortstop didn’t seem to 
belong in the realm of the in- 
field. The balls acted in what 
was an unnatural way to a guy 
accustomed to second base. 


“It is the direction the. ball 
takes," McDougald explained.

“The ball is coming in a differ- 
ent way, and it changes the an- 
gle of the throw. It may look 
as if it was the same problem, 
but it isn’t.” 


The double plays seemed un- 
workable when he attempted 
them, but they were complet- 
ed with a quick, awkward cer- 
tainty. Only McDougald knew 
how hard it was for him. 


“The angle on the double play 
changes when you play short- 
stop,”” he explained. “It’s hard 
to adjust to the angles, revers- 
ing all of them. You have to 
be sharper mentally at short. 
You have to get the ball away 
faster, for one thing. You can’t 
hesitate for a moment at short, 
where you can at second. You 
delay getting to a ball in the 
hole or hold on to it and it 
means you get one instead of 
two. ”” 


“I just got in a rut that last- 
ed a long time,” he said. “I 
never felt better, socially, phys- 
ically or any other way than 
last year. My stance was wrong. 
Just a little thing. I went down 
to Lou Fonseca’s office in Chi- 
cago. You know, he runs the 
baseball movies. I wanted to 
study some pictures of myself 
and other guys. Maybe, I 
thought, I'll see a guy doing 
something that will show me 
what I’m doing wrong. 


“I didn’t get what I wanted 
out of the pictures. So Lou put 
a magazine on’ the floor and 
said that’s home plate. He hand- 
ed me a bat and said stand 
just like you're about to hit. I 
did. He didn’t wait a second. 
He leaned over and pushed my 
shoulder. He said your left 
shoulder is open when it should 
be closed. I was standing so 
that the shoulder facing the 
pitcher was facing him too 
much. Just that little thing 
threw my timing away off.”

Georgia Power Given 


Morgan Falls Lease 


The Federal Power Commission issued a 50-year 
lease to Georgia Power Co. Friday for redevelopment 
of the Morgan Falls hydroelectric project on the Chat- 


tahoochee River. 


The Morgan Falls dam, in Ful- 
ton and Cobb counties, is 12% 
miles above Atlanta and about 36 
miles downstream from the Bu- 
ford dam. 


Georgia Power Co. and the city 
of Atlanta will split the costs of 
the redevelopment project, esti- 
mated at $900,000. 


DESIGNED FOR CITY 


The project, designed to handle 
the city’s water and disposal prob- 
lems for many years to come, is 
one of the first in the nation joint- 
ly financed by a municipality and 
a privately owned utility. 


For the past several months the 
proposed project has been under 
attack from various groups in 
north Fulton County. The North 
Fulton Businessmen’s Assn. has 
contended that the redevelopment 
will destroy the economic value 
of the river for 31 miles north of 
Morgan Falls. 


BLUEPRINTS REVEALED 


Proposed redevelopment plans 
consist of adding spillway piers 
and gates to raise the reservoir 
eight feet to provide a storage res- 
ervoir of 550 acres and usable stor- 
age capacity of 3,200-acre feet. 


Atlanta requested the redevelop- 
ment to assure sufficient flow of 
water for proper disposition of 
sewage by regulating flows re- 
leased from Buford dam. 


The FPC said the operation of 
the new project will be capable of 
affecting the navigable capacity

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Georgia students sharply disagree on 
whether or not today’s youth respects authority. 


Tho@e who declare defiance outranks respect for ’ 


those wielding authority list various reasons, 
from “just don’t care”’ to resentment of being told 


what to do without ‘‘a good reason.” 


Caroline Wells, 14, Hapeville, believes defi- 
ance is often caused by a lack of authority, 


rather than by authority itself. “A teen-ager 
whose parents have not exercised proper disci- 
pline and authority over him may recoil at first 
from someone with a strong disciplinary hand. 
He is not used to it, but is used to having more 
of his own way, so he'll naturally resent and 
despise any new authority.” 


Judy Minnis, 17, East Point, declares ‘‘when 
teens are told in no uncertain terms what to do, 
they immediately rebel. By doing so, they sense 
the feeling of security in themselves and feel free 
from the authority which adults inflict upon 
them. Judy adds, however, that “‘after teens have 
tried their wings, they will readily realize and 
accept the necessity of obeying orders, and they 
will do what is right—not just what they want 
to do. By setting the example of abiding by the 
rules, the authorities will merit the respect of the 
teens to their orders and wishes.”’ 


Doris Brown, 18, Fairburn, observes that 
“the iron hand which holds a rod of authority de- 
mands respect. If the ‘authority holder’ knows 
and understands young people, he can skillfully 
gain their respect without creating a feeling of 
domination which causes defiance... the key 
of authority will never be able to open the door 
of respect without being able to fit the lock of 
well-trained know-how.”’ 


Atlantan John Pendergrast, 15, points out that 
“during the earlier part of his life, the teen has 
been incapable of making his own decisions and 
has known it. His parents’ word has been law, 
and his teacher an accepted authority on all 
subjects.”"’ John continues: 


“Now he has begun to mature, and begins 
to feel the weight of a little responsibility. This 
is new and thrilling, and not only does he feel 
capable of accepting this responsibility, but he is 
quite sure that he can efficiently order his life 
with no outside help. His parents and teachers 
aren't quite so sure. To his parents, he is still 
no more mature than he was three years ago, 
only bigger; and his teachers feel naturally 
cautious about giving him a free rein until he’s 
had a little more experience. Of course, the 
teen resents this. . . . A mutual understanding 
on the part of all that the teen has matured 
should be established among his elders. The ado- 
lescent himself should be urged to come to the 
adults with his problems and take advice instead 
of orders. . . . It must be the teen’s own choice 
as to which authorities he will respect. If he 
makes a mistake, he will at least learn from it.” 


In her winning letter, Joyce Parker, 17, a 
junior at Bainbridge High School, observes that 
respect and authority go hand in hand, and au- 
thority has to be administered in such a way 
that it deserves respect!

not do. It gives us a feeling of security to 
know that we have older people that are in- 
terested enough in us to tell us what to do. 
Teens realize that for the teacher to teach 
anything, or for the student to learn any- 
thing, the teacher has to have supreme 
authority in the classroom. And the same 
thing goes for the home. Be it any kind of 
home, our parents should have the final say- 
so. If more respect for authority was taught to 
younger children, there would be a lot less 
juvenile delinquency. Respect for authority is 


the key to the problem of juvenile delin- 
quency. And the majority of teens have a 
great deal of respect for authority. 


Defiance comes when the teen-agers 
aren’t given enough freedom. We are defiant 
when someone with authority hands us a 
bunch of rules that say what we can do, say 
and wear without telling us why we should 
obey them. Just that we had better obey them 
or else! Nine times out of 10, the de- 
fiance would not have come if some- 
one had taken a few minutes to explain 
things to us. The samé principles date back 
to our forefathers during colonial days: The 
King of England gave them a lot of taxes 
without reason, so they rebelled. Fortunately, 
our defiance doesn’t lead to war, but just 
think of all the time and energy that could be 
saved if you with authority would talk to us 
and explain things! 


Usually, with defiance comes a feeling 
of frustration. Today we have more things to 
be defiant about than did our parents. Some- 
how, we require more sympathy and under- 
standing. Maybe defiance and disrespect for 
authority is just our way of expressing our- 
selves in this world of grown-ups and hurry- 
ing. But no matter what is the reason for dis- 
respect, there is no excuse for it. Everyone 
should have self-respect—and respect for au- 
thority. 


Gail Harper, 18, College Park, muses that 
“maybe teens have so much they have become 
unthankful for their privileges and thus lose re- 
spect for authority. . . . Respect starts in the 
home. . . . Whether or not it is a strong root 
deeply embedded will show up in the teen in 
later years outside the home.” Darrell Thomas, 
18, College Park, declares that ‘most teens re- 
spect authority because they know if they don’t 
they will get into trouble. But teens will always 
respect authority more if they are shown why 
they can’t. do something.’’ 


Boredom is high on the list of why teens 
sometimes defy authority. Betty Thompson, Fair- 
burn, points out “most teens break rules be- 
cause they are bored with routine and want to 
do something different.” Gail Neely, 18, Fair- 
burn, believes “‘teens do not respect many of the 
people who hold power over them,” but adds: 
“Young people do respect their parents, minis- 
ters, best friends, grandparents or some other 
relatives. Those are the people who know the 
ways of the teens, and can probably teach them 
plenty of respect and less defiance.”

ATLANTA’S PERRY BECH- 
TEL, ‘““The man with 10,000 fin- 
gers,”’ can rightfully claim the 
title of King of the Banjo on 
the basis of his superlative al- 
bum, aptly titled ‘‘The Greatest 
of Them All.”” For the unique 
package, “Beck” brings a tal- 
ent and technical skill to the 
four-string banjo that give it a 
new importance as a solo in- 
strument, clearly demonstrating 
the wide variety of possibilities 
in an instrument usually rele- 
gated to the rhythm section. 

The ex-sailor got his first ban- 
jo through the gift of a pawn 
ticket, and although he couldn’t 
read music, he had an uncanny 
musical sense and a fantastical- 
ly nimble set of fingers that en- 
abled him to join the circle of 
greats in the field. Phil Spital- 
ny, then leading an all-male or- 
chestra, was so impressed when 
he first heard the young vir- 
tuoso that he immediately of- 
fered the musician a job. Under 
skilful guidance, 
young Mr. Bechtel soon became 
a show-stopper. For the Atlan- 
tan had then, as he does years 
later, the unique ability to make 
the banjo sound like a full or- 
chestra.

A severe climate and icy 
scenery might seem to limit the 
subject matter. Also, the time 
that must be spent in order to 
provide food and clothing for 
the isolated Eskimo villages 
would seem to rob them of any 
chance for purely creative work. 


But the hardships and isola- 
tions combined have resulted in 
a pure and widespread art life 
among the Eskimos. 


GEOGRAPHIC BARRIERS 


Separated by geographic bar- 
riers, the Eskimo art has with- 
stood pressures that wiped out 
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Indian tribal art in this country. 


The hardship of life in Alaska 
has made it important for each 
person to be able to do many 
things. Specialization would be 
impossible in a country where 
one man must be able to fash- 
ion a pair of shoes as well as 
a kayak for transportation. This 
same man, in rare moments of 
idle time, can also carve a 
stone figure with the same love 
of craftsmanship that designed 
the efficiently tailored parkas 
and trousers—unexcelled for 
comfort and warmth in_ that 
climate. 


When weather demands that 
the Eskimo spend a good bit of

his life inside his house, the 
naturally industrious Eskimo 
then turns to contemplate and 
perfect his art. Carving is done 
at home and away in the camps 
so that the Eskimo is still able 
to follow his normal way of life, 
maintaining the cohesive family 
unit. 

PRIMITIVE ONES 


His tools are still the primi- 
tive ones with the continuity in- 
tact between past and present 
art. A scrap of metal set in 
a bone handle is used to fashion 
the exact knife needed for the 
carving. A steel needle serves 
to etch in fine details. Then a 
rough stone or sand gives the 
first finish. Soaking in seal oil 
darkens the stone. The final 
smoothness is achieved by pol- 
ishing the object by hand with 
stone dust. 


Subject material drawn from 
the barren scenery turns natur- 
ally to the animals hunted by 
the Eskimo. 


And this “hunting art” has 
turned out carvings of arctic 
hares, bears, snow geese, wal- 
rus, ravens and hunting scenes. 

And human figures show an

Emory University officials Fri- 
day said two faculty members 
have been awarded research 
grants which total nearly $35,000. 


The research grants went to Dr. 
Vincent W. Steward, a native of 
Clifton, England, an anatomy in- 
structor at Emory, and Dr. Ray- 
mond Shapira, assistant professor 
of biochemistry. 


Dr. Steward received a $21,000 
grant from the Lederle Laborato- 
ries Division of American Cyana- 
mid Co. for the continuation of 
research on aging in animals.

Shapira received a $13,954 grant 
from the U.S. Public Health Serv- 
ice to study the effect of radiation 
on organic matter.

NEW YORK—A system for wiping out staphylococ- 
cus and other drug-resistant infections in hospitals was 
reported by a Columbia University physician Friday.

WASHINGTON (#—The Agricul- 
ture department will make no 
more refunds on sale of govern- 
ment owned cotton after Aug. 1 
on the ground that the cotton 
failed to measure up to grade. 


The agency announced Friday 
that after that date all sales will | 
be final and not subject to option | 
by the purchaser to have the cot- 
ton reclassed and repriced. 


This announcement came after 
some congressmen had criticized 
the department’s current prac- 
tice of allowing such reclassifica- 
tion after sales were made. This 
often has resulted in refunds to 
buyers on the ground that the 
cotton they bought did not meet 
the grade specified in the sale. 


The department said it soon 
will start reclassification of its 
stocks of cotton from 1957 and 
earlier crops. As soon as prac- 
ticable thereafter, it will issue 
a listing of the reclassed cotton. 
This cotton will then be offered 
for sale on the basis of its new 
classification and without reclass- 
ification option. 


. The reclassification options had 
been allowed because, officials 
said, much of the cotton had 
been in storage for relatively 
long periods of time and the 
original classing might no longer 
reflect its current quality.
